“The expert recommends a ‘balance 
sheet and the installation of what he 
terms an overhead or controlling ledger,’ 
vyeé the auditor and not the treasurer is 
the officiah bookkeeper of the common- 
wealth, and is the only officer who has 
the necessary data for the establishment 
and carrying out of such a system. 

“The expert says ‘We have investi- 
gated the sinking funds in great detail,’ 
while a statement in another part shows 
that he had examined only portions of 
the sinking fund of the last few years. 

“The expert’s recommendations con- 
cerning serial bonds are entirely super- 
fluous as the treasurer in his last annual 
report recommends that all the bonds 
of the comimonwealth be issued under the 
serial payment plan, and with the ap- 


}proval of the Governor and the council 


in January of this year, all the bonds 
put out at the annual bond sale were 
in serial form.

clear waters, and while still wet, pin 
right side down to a flannel covered 
board. When almost dried the lace 
should be covered with a piece of thin 
muslin and pressed with a warm iron.

The popular Irish laces as well as 
Point de Venise and Bruges are of 80 
substantial a weave that they are easily 
cleaned, but the finer meshes must be 
carefully handled and never rubbed in 
even the gentlest manner. The safest 
method is to soak a piece of fine lace in 
a solution of borax—one teaspoonful to 
a pint of hot water—and when the wa- 
ter has cooled take the lace from it and 
soak in a castile soaped bath, squeezing 
the moisture from the fabric with the 
fingers and changing it from one soap 
bath to another until the water ceases 
to be discolored. After that the lace 
may be rinsed in blued water and slight- 
ly stiffened by placing it for a moment 
in water in which rice has been boiled. 

Slightly soiled white lace should be 
dry cleaned by sprinkling it with mag- 
nesia, laying sheets of white paper on

ARKANSAS TAX 
TO YIELD $100,000 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—lIt is estimated 
that the new law providing an annual 
franchise tax will yield the state about 
$100,000 per annum, of which $45,000 
is from domestic corporations and $55,- 
000 from the foreign. 

The Combs act, which this superseded, 
yielded only $55,000 a year. The new 
law is much more equitable than the 
old, providing a tax of one-twentieth of 
1 per cent on the capital stock actually 
issued and outstanding. 

The old law provided a minimum of 
$10 tax, whatever the capital. The tax 
commission is at present engaged in cal- 
culating the amount of tax to be paid 
by the various corporations, which has 
been running from 39 cents to $250.

The Payne rate is 11 cents a pound, being 
equivalent to an ad valorem of 45 per 
cent.

The bill in most respects takes a mid- 
dle ground between the Aldrich-Payne 
rates on the one side and the Underwood 
rates on the other.

WASHINGTON—The conference com- 
mittee of the Senate and House on the 
resolution submitting an amendment to 
the constitution providing for the direct 
election of senators had another meeting 
on Wednesday, but was in no immediate 
mood to reach an agreement.

A rumored early sale by the New 
Haven railroad of $15,000,000 5 per cent 
New York, Westchester & Boston Railway 
bonds, which have been held in its treas- 
ury for several years, again calls atten- 
tion to this valuable addition to the 
Mellen system, which will soon be fin- 
ished at a cost of over $22,000,000. 

New York, Weste hester & Boston Rail- 
way is believed destined to constitute a 
very important auxiliary road in relief 
of the’ present cofigestion of the New 
Haven’s traffic to and from Grand Cen- 
tral station. The line is expected 
largely to divert New Haven’s suburban 
passenger business from that station, 
where it now handled at a loss on 
account of high terminal charges. 

The route of the new railway begins 
near One Hundred and Eightieth street, 
Harlem, and one of its terminals will be 
in White Plains and the other at Port 
Chester, N. Y. A related project, for 
which over one quarter of the necessary 
right of way has been acquired, is likely 
finally to result in extensions to Brew- 
ster, N. Y., and Danbury, Conn. 

Building of this new line, which will 
be operated by electricity throughout, 
is progressing so fast that it is probable 
the road will be formally opened this 
year. Track laying in recent weeks has 
been at a rate of more than a mile a 
week. Construction work on the various 
stations is also being hurried. East 
Third avenue station, in Mt. Vernon, 
which is the largest on the road except 
the terminals, has now been begun. 

The $15,000,000 financing would im- 
volve the entire amount of first mort- 
gage bonds issued to the New Haven by 
the New York, Westchester & Boston 
Company to compensate for monetary ad- 
vances for construction work on the 
new road.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Thursday, July 20, 1911 


THE situation in which the city of Lawrence, 
Mass., finds itself, as a consequence of years 
of incompetent or extravagant municipal gov- 
ernment, is grave and deplorable, but it 1s 
by no means without precedent, and it is far 
from being hopeless. In view of all the 
Remedy circumstances—in view especially of the fact 
that it has been going from bad to worse 

| for a long time and with little prospect of 
<= betterment under the existing system of ad- 
ministration—its people are rather to be congratulated than com- 
miserated that they have at length been awakened to a realization 
of the state of their civic affairs.

exception should at once be taken to the coupling of the name of 
Lawrence with bankruptcy. Lawrence is not really bankrupt either 
financially or morally. The action of its representative citizens 
within the last twenty-four hours is conclusive proof of this. It 
possesses assets that ‘must be sufficient to secure any reasonable 
loan that its present necessities may require. True, it seemingly 
has reached the point where it will find it difficult to obtain further 
financial support for wasteful administration, but the moment it 
turns its back upon the unsound methods that have brought it to 
its present position, all the aid it can need will be forthcoming. Credit 
is the greatest asset any individual or any community can have, 
and the citizens of Lawrence who have come out openly with a 
confession of their city’s shortcomings, an assurance of their inten- 
tion to correct them, and a plea for the privilege of employing means 
to that end, have taken a long step toward restoring the credit of 
that community. 

Other causes led to the placing of Memphis practically in the 
hands of a receiver, to the placing of Galveston in the hands of a com- 
mission, to extraordinary expedients in local government elsewhere, 
but the rule that has been successful in every instance, whether the 
interruption of the old order has been due to disaster or to misgovern- 
ment, will certainly work out in the case of Lawrence. With its cit- 
izenship aroused, the form of government it may have in the future 
will be of secondary importance. The one essential thing is that its 
citizenship shall remain awake, shall be conscious of its responsibility, 
shall be determined upon giving to public affairs the character which 
the same citizens assiduously seek and jealously guard in the pursuit 
of their private business affairs. Neglect of civic duties under com- 
mission government will bear no better fruit than similar negligence 
under the present system. 

There is opportunity here, however, of applying commission 
covernment in its best, that is to say, its simplest form. Lawrence, 
as a result of its present trial, may be the means of proving to 
the cities of all New England the practicability of the commission 
system. It is not the only city whose methods of government call 
loudly for reformation. Its present plight only emphasizes the fact 
that remedial measures to meet a general need are in urgent demand. 
Responsible citizens of Lawrence ask that their city be placed under 
commission government for a period, in order that there may be 
opportunity for putting its affairs in order. This appeal should 
;eceive a prompt and /favorable response, but the term of a state- 
created commission should be no longer than is necessary. Law- 
rence must sooner or later fall back upon its own resources. These 
are at hand and they are ample. It has made mistakes, but it has 
not failed, as a self-governing community. What its people really 
should take on is more, not less, responsibility. They must not tie 
their hope to any form of paternalism. They do not need a guar- 
dian. They are right in asking state aid in seeking relief from 
their present difficulty, but we believe they will be wrong in throw- 
ing upon the state in the future any part of the burden that belongs 
to themselves.

A SPECTATOR at a lawn tennis tournament 
such as is now under way at Longwood is 
not carried back in thought to a very remote 
origin of the game, as is natural jn watching 
play at tennis proper.

But, whether in 
fashion or out, the game makes its peculiar appeal to those who 
admire a contest based primarily on swift and accurate vision, mus- 
cular agility and strategy of play and not on sheer physical power. 
Like all contemporary sport, it has taken on international and 
ational competitive aspects, so that victory or defeat is something 
more than personal, and victors become “idols of a‘day”’ for many 
adorers. ‘The rise and fall of champions, as in war or politics, 
has its elements of tragedy. The conqueror of yesterday awakes 
tomorrow finding a younger and more resourceful player setting 
him aside with swifter “service,” more irresistible “smashes,” a more 
deceptive “spin” and a finer combination of thought and skill. So, 
too, the evolution of the game demonstrates the rise from decade 
to decade in requisites for success, the intellectual and moral demands

\WHEN the United States announces a new 
’ series Of postage stamps it is not with the 
American ulterior motive that occasionally has con- 
trolled some of the lesser nations, namely, 
to make a profit on the side from philatelists. 
Td be sure, no nation can make a move of 
this kind without causing stamp-collectors to 
chortle; but these are not the most important 
persons to be cofsidered, at least by the 
United States. In issuing a new series, 
Uncle Sam does well to keep in mind several points. Both in color 
scheme and in lettering he is in duty bound to consider agents 
of the postal department who sort and distribute mail at a high 
rate of speed and often under untoward conditions. Nothing should 
be left undone to make it easy for postal clerks to differentiate 
the denominations of stamps affixed to mail matter. Secondly, 
regard should be had to esthetics. A stamp may be a work of 
art as truly as a coin. A nation like France makes its money an 
agent for constant, uncoriscious elevation ot the taste of the people. 
So may the United States, with both its money and its stamps; 
and so, we are glad to say, it has begun to do within a decade. Nor 
is this all. Choice of men worthy of being portrayed on money 
and stamps of the people is a duty of no ordinary official respon- 
sibility, even though made easy by the supremacy of characters like 
Washington and like Lincoln. Benjamin Franklin naturally finds 
a place on the list because of his historic official relations to the 
colonial and national postal service. 

In countries with shitting dynasties or where monarchs come 
and go, and where the advent of a new sovereign involves new 
coinage and new stamps because his or her portrait is: the symbol 
desired, there is far more variation of issue than in the United 
States, where such recognition of contemporary personages is not 
favored. In this,’ as in other respects, the republic is more con- 
servative than are the monarchies. | 

Too often a nation’s coinage and stamps are looked upon as 
mere counters in the pursuit of wealth.

High Cost 
of Living in 
Latin 
America

long ago on the high cost of living in Rio 
Janeiro. Much has been said since then, 
in One way or another, with regard to the 
cost of living throughout South America, 
and especially in the more advanced of the 
Latin republics. It would appear from all 
that has been published that the scale of 
prices in the United States, even during the 
period out of which it passed about a year 
ago, has never run as high as that which prevails in the southern 
continent. A recent letter from Buenos Aires, for example,’ puts 
the price of an ordinary $5 hat in that city at $35, American shoes 
at from $20 to $25, shirtwaists, $50: linen collars at $1 each, laun- 
dering of shirt, 50 cents. Envelopes, 50 cents a package, etc. 
Moreover, in a first-class hotel, as in restaurants. prices of eatables 
run all the way from 50%to 75 per cent above New York city prices. 
These quotations may not fairly represent thie situation. In Ameri- 
can cities, as well as in European, “high price’ places are frequently 
discovered by travelers. The tourist acquainted with the ways of 
Suenos Aires may be able to do much better than the first-time 
visitor, the regular resident better than either. But the figures givén 
are indicative, at least, of a much higher level of prices than North 
Americans or Europeans are used to. 

if the reasons given for the advance of prices in the United 
States be applied to the high cost of living in South America, only 
confusion will result. Latin America is not trust ridden. The 
Latin Americans are not an extravagant people. There is no such 
increase of population down there, speaking generally, as there is 
here. There is no such tendency toward centralization. A few 
of the large cities have shown remarkable gains, but the growing, 
expanding, overflowing cities in the United States, as compared 
with those of South America, are in the ratio of 100 to 1. 

lf the accounts received from travelers may be depended upon, 
labor is one of the most costly of South American commodities, at 
least in the cities. It would appear that the California standard 
of the early 50s obtains in Argentina and Brazil. The same cause 
may be operative. Prices in California remained at an extraord- 
inarily high level until transportation facilities were increased and 
improved. We have fallen into the habit of accounting South 
America well served because we have become familiar with the 
statement that European nations do this or that percentage of 
business In excess of that done by the United States with the Latin 
republics. As a matter of fact, there is nothing like the free com- 
munication, nothing like the freedom of trade, between the outside 
world and South America that there is between the nations of the 
old world and the North American continent. South American 
trade is in the earliest stages ot development. In the light of mod- 
ern commerce, South America is a new land, and prices such as 
obtain in all new countries, save for such articles as meat, prevail 
down there. The problem of transportation and distribution is 


vet to be worked out.

But the reason-for their | | 
failure to draw large profits from carriage a 
of parcels is plain. The railroads and the express companies are 
closely interrelated. The railroads are large owners of express 
companies stocks; the express companies are large owners of rail- 
rdad stocks; the railroads use the express companies to force exces- 
sive carrying charges; the enormous dividends of the :combined 
interests go practically to the same group of capitalists. 

There is some defect, manifestly, in the United States money 
order system or the express companies would not do such a large 
and profitable business in this line. Here is another argument in 
opposition to government operation; but it is an argument against 
administration rather than against the system. There is no good 
reason why the government should not operate its money order 
department along progressive lines. It must do so eventually in 
response to popular demands. The allegation that, after all these 
years, the postoffice is not on a paying basis will have to be admitted, 
but admission of it must be qualified in many ways, and the recent 
marked advancement toward the point of self-support must be 
recognized. 

It is not among the probabilities that the public service under- 
takings of the general government will ever show great profits, 
nor is it expected by the people that they shall. If the 3-cent rate 
of postage had been maintained the postofhice might now be showing 
an immense surplus. So it might, also, if only those postal routes 
that pay were operated. It is the province of the postoffice, as it 
must be of the parcels post, to serve the public cheaply and efficiently. 
If there be a deficit the nation is willing to stand it rather than 
that the masses of the people shall be imposed upon by private 
monopoly. In time the .deficit, if any, will be met. . There are 
few things that a private corporation can do that the public cannot 
do as well, if its affairs are competently managed. The public, 
even with this knowledge, does not desire to enter into competition 
with private enterprise, and would hardly undertake to carry parcels 
if the express companies had not exhibited a short-sighted disregard 
for its wishes and interests. The parcels post is not an aggression 
but, rather, a measure of self-defense.
